Unheralded, scarcely appreciated by the 
elders who should be the first to realize the 
vast significance of this remarkable move- 
ment, enjoyed at its full value only by the 
children themselves, it is nevertheless here, 
truly splendid in its measure of accomplish- 
ment, yet even more splendid in its promise of 
the happy future. 

Business enterprise, municipalities, or- 
ganized ey and individuals, all seems 
imal) inspired by a common impulse, appear 
to have combined their efforts to make the 
life of the child, rich or poor, a period of 
joyous, healthy growth, 

And the marvel of it is that, while the 
children by millions are already profiting to 
the top of their bent, no one seems to have re- 
marked the national scopg or the notable 
completeness in the ramifications of this pe- 
culiar development in our national life.

Accorded @ generous space on the section of floor 
that has been railed off for the playground, and con- 
fined within bounds by substantial wooden banks, sev- 
eral tons of the cleanest, dryest sand preeurepte la 
deposited, waiting and ready for the little hands that 
can build it into sueh a glorious variety of fairy

Hiowever alluring the other blisses, the sand pile 
draws the children to it again and again, as the dolls 
at home call the girls, by some perennial charm, 

It has a« rival in the toboggan or sliding board, of 
ample width for the tumultuous descent of whole, 
laughing, romping groups, Who dash up to the plat- 
form and fling themselves down the polished, steep in- 
cline with an abandon that ts the cheerlest thing In 
the world for their spirits, and the healthiest thing

Nearly all the enjJoyments of babydom and child- 
hood are provided—the seesaw and the swing that 
have belonged to youth from time immemortal, the 
velocipede that d the bieyele and survived to 
witness its dec secure in its own limitation to 
little legs and t a lute safety of its three wheels; 
the roller skates that set the country whirling years

EXTENSION TO CONGO, 


Railway Plans Will Open Up More 
of Darkest Africa, 


The negotiations between the Brit 
ish South Africa Co, and the Congo 
which have been in progress for some 
months with a view to the extess\on 
of the Northern Rhodesia railways to 
the Taheanyike mining area, are now 
practically completed, It only re 
mains for the signatures of the com 
tracting parties to affixed to the 
agreement arrived at, 

The effect of this arrangement will 
be not only the rapid develepmenk 
of the Katanga mines by a through 
railway route to the eastern and 
southern ports, but it will also en- 
sure the supply from the Rhodesian 
coal area for the working of the Ka- 
tanga mines and the further opening 
up of Northern Rhodesia, The agree 
ment also ensures the construction of 
another section of the Cape to Cairo 
railway from its present terminus at 
Broken Hill to the Congo Free State, 
and for this purpose negotiations are 
in active progress with the Beit trus- 
tees and other groups for obtaining 
the necessary eapital 

The whole of the next section north 
ward of the Cape to Cairo Railway 
to the Congo having already beep 
surveyed, it is expected that work 
will commence during the present 
dry season, and will be easily com 
pleted in a year, when there will be 
direct railway communication — be- 
tween Cape Town and the Congo. 
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OPERATIONS ON FISH, 


Burgery Successful In Saving Lives 
of Many Finny Sufferers. 


Every large aquarium nowadays 
has its fish doctor. In fact little hos- 
pitals are maintained with all facili- 
ties for performing the most difficult 
operations on finny patients. Since 
it was found that fish were amenable 
to medical treatment, many interest- 
ing facts have been learned concern- 
ing their treatment. Not the least 
important is that the finny sufferers 
respond to a “change of water’ just 
as much as the human being does to 
a “change of air.” This has been 
found to be very successful as a cure 
for fungoid growths, to which’ many 
fish are subject. Fresh water fish are 
placed“in water which is partly from 
the ocean and partly from a_ river 
and heated above the temperature of 
that in which they had been residents 
previously. The same principal is ap- 
plied to the treatment of deep-sea 
members of the finny tribe. 

While chemical changes in the 
water often effect a cure, it is very 
frequently necessary to resort to the 
use of the surgical instrument. And 
the list of these operations is no 
means filled with failures, difficult as 
they are in all cases. Perhaps the 
most daring piece of work that has 
been performed at the New York 
aquarium waa the removal of a fun- 
goid growth from one of the fins of 
4 five-foot shark, while the most dif- 
ficult was the grafting of skin upon 
an eel, That the latter proved a s ip. 
pery patient, the reader will readily 
conjecture, Indeed, the holding of 
piscine patients while they are being 
operated upon is a serious problem, 
which must be solved by means of 
specially made boxes, soft wrappings, 
and the like contrivances, 

The most frequent successful opera- 
tions aro performed upon fishes whose 
air-bladders fail to effect their proper 
functions. The chief cause of such 
defects is the too rapid remowal of a 
fish from the water to the air, os 
when it is captured, or removed from 
one tank t© another. It is brought 
quickly to the surface with its mouth 
open, Ite air-bladder is charged to a 
greater or less extent with water, 
which enables it to maintain ita spe- 
cifle gravity in deep waters, But the 
suddenness with which the fish is 
jerked out of ita natural element pre- 
venta it from correctly adjusting the 
quantities of air and water in the 
bladder and congestion resulta. When 
returned to ite tank, the wretched 
creature is unable to sink or rise at 
will, and is washed about by the 
movementa of the water in a helpless 
condition. 

Masaago does not always prove suc. 
cossful in relieving the trouble, how- 
ever, and more drastic measures have 
to be resorted to. In the case of a 
deep-sea bass, which had loss control 
of ‘ita air-bladder, and lay wallowing 
on the surface, quite unable to sink 
or swim, it was recognized that a 
remedy must immediately be ‘found 
if the fish were to be saved. The basa 
waa taken from the water and a’ sur- 
geon’s needle inserted just behind the 

ral fin into the air-bladder, The 
air waa thus liberated, and the patient 
was again able to control itself per- 
fectly. A few days in a hospital tank 
healed the alight puncture, and effect 
ed his complete cure.

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SEAGOING SANITARIUM, 


Ship For Invalids Undertaken by 
Builders of Mauretania, 


According to the Neue Freie Presse 
of Vienna, a company is being form- 
ed to provide a floating sanitarium 
for invalids likely to derive benefit 
from a sea voyage, but whose re- 
quirements are not at all or only 
imperfectly met by a Ms be on ordin- 
ary vessels. An English 
ers of the Mauretania, have under- 
taken to build for $600,000 a vessel 
specially designed for invalids and 
devoted entirely to their needs.

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Making Artificial Lumber, 

It has been said on competent au- 
thority that our foresta will as, 
tirely gone in about thirty years, In 
fact, the increased price of lumber 
is a sure indication of ite growing 
soarcity, Inventors have already set 
to work devising compositions which 
ean be substituted for wood. At the 
prosent time picture molding and sim- 
ilar articles are made of compressed 
wood pulp, with an exterior covering 
resembling the grain of a tree. Ar 
tificial lumber on a more extensive 
sealo has been designed by a Ponnayl- 
vana man, It is formed by the sue- 
cessive superimposition of very thin 
continuous pulpy layers of combined 
hydraulic cement and asbestus fiber, 
Imbedded between the layers is a 
wire mesh similar to that used in 
wired glass and in concrete construc.

Although there are now excellent 
savings nke in Cuba, for genera 
ions the people have been accustom:

TESTS IN 
THE DAIRY. 


The best judges of stock will some- 
times make mistakes when buying 
cows to add to their herds, but there 
is no excuse in these days of the milk 
seales and the Babcock tester for keep- 
ing a cow that does not leave a bal- 
ance after paying for her feed and 
care, 

Milk seales are not expensive, and it 
Is very little trouble to weigh and re- 
cord the amount of milk from each 
cow. It will take more time to add up 
the long columns, but an adding ma- 
chine would pay for Its cost In a short 
time. A Babcock tester can be bought 
for less than $10, and any man who 
can run a mowing machine ought to be 


able to test milk. It requires care to 
test milk accurately, but a man who 
is not equal to it has no business to be 
in charge of a dairy farm. 

In some sections cow testing asso 
clations have been formed, and spe 
cial agents do the testing, and much 
good work ts being done along these 
lines by the New Hampshire Agricul- 
tural college. The dairy division of 
the college has taken much interest in 
the matter of encouraging farmers to 
test the product of*their herds. For 
some time Professor Rasmussen has 
been sending out sample boxes to In- 
terested dairymen, The box carries 
fifteen sample bottles, These have 
the preservative already added, so all 
the farmer needs to do is take the eam- 
ples according to directions and then 
return the box to the college. The 
sampling dipper is an ingenious device 
made by fastening a wire to a car 
tridge. Full directions accompany each 
box, #0 a farmer wlll be able to take 
famples accurately. The box ta re 
turned to the college and the samples 
carefully analyzed and report made 
back to the dairyman. Then If the 
farmer has kept account of the num- 
ber of pounds of milk the animals 
gave he can figure out what his ant 
tals are doing. 


Too Much Work to Know. 

The Canadian Dairyman makes a 
good point in the following: 

Ask a hundred farmers why they do 
not keep a record of thelr cows, and 
ninety-nine will tell you i le too much 
work. Hlow they know, having never 
tried It, is a mystery, But they think 
so, at auy rate, Too much work? 
They never tell you It ls too much 
work to keep twenty cows to do the 
work of ten, They never tell you it is 
too much work to labor all summer to 
put up food for cows that cannot pro- 
duce butter fat enough to pay for the 
food they eat. They see right into the 
work of keeping there records, but 
they cannot see these other things, 

The time required for weighing and 
recording the milk has been estimated 
at one minute per day for each cow, 
The dairyman thus knows every day 
exactly what each cow ta doing, and 
if a cow gets off ber feed or le wrong 
in any way it will be detected In the 
shrinkage of ber milk at ouce, when 
immediate attention can be given ber 
and often fatal resulta avoided, 

In summing up at the end of the 
year the dalryman will be surprised as 
he compares the records of the several 
cows Io bis herd, Hie milk record 
will be correct, and bis milk tester will 
not deceive him, and he should prompt. 
ly eliminate the unprofitable pauper 
boarders from bis herd, 

Weaning Pigs. 

The weaning season ls more or leas 
critical with young swine, In wany 
instances they receive a setback at that 
Une, which means loss ln growth, The 
manner of he weaning ts Important, as 
well as the thine of the same, When 
young pigs bave learned to take slop 
freely, made of shorts and skimw!lk, 
they are belng made ready for wean- 
ing without a serious check to their 
growth, Such pigs may be weaned, if 
necessary, at the age of elght wovka, 
if they canuot be given skimmilk, it 
ls better for the pigs If they can re 
main longer on the dam, tna such tn- 
stances they will fare better if they 
can tuke vourlshment from the dam 
Guu! ten weeks old. In no case should 
they be weaned until they can take 
food freely apart from the dam, Much 
care should also be exercised to fur- 
tish them with that kind of toot 
that will promote good growth,.—I’ro 
fessor Shaw, 


Using the Colts. 

All colts and Gilles should be halter 
ed when quite young, and the custom 
ls growing of teaching them to pull 
very light ioads before they are two 
years old, The early spring is a good 
time to hitch them up with an old 
steady horse to a front bobsled with uo 
load whatever aud drive them around 
4 little every day, Then when spring 
work comes on give the colt the long 
end of a three horse evener, Make 
the draft very light, Make the opera. 
tlon a schooling for the colt Instead of 
trying to make it profitable for the 
owner, The profit will come In tn after 
years, The education a colt receives at 
this age, If carefully and kindly adimin- 
Natered, Is very valuable because It Is 
done while the colt’s habits are form:

CHAPEL ROYAL STORIES 


YHURCH HAS BEEN SCENE OF 
INTERESTING EVENTS. 


To Be Married In Chapel Royal Is 
One of the Greatest Honors to Be 
Achieved In England—Royal Wed- 
dings Have Been Held There For 
Conturies — Bishop Who Nisliked 
Ogling Introduced High Pews. 


The Chapel Royal, St. James's Pal- 
ace, where Miss Reid, daughter of 
the American Ambassador, was mar- 
tied to the Hon. John Ward, Lord 
Dudley's brother, and equerry to the 
King, is little known to the vast ma- 
jority of Londoners, 

Visitors to the metropolis who make 
a point of seeing all the historic 
buildings to which they can obtain 
access, says The London Daily Mail, 
well know the wnostentations posi- 
tion of the chapel, which is entered 
from what is called the Color Court 
of the Palace. But to how many or- 
pena! Londoners who wend their 
way through the courts of the palace, 
past the sentries who keep watch 
and guard beneath the Henry VIII. 
gateWay, as a near cut from Pall Mall 
to Belgravia, does the large window 
to the right of the portal mean more 
than a more window? 

Yet inside the edifice lighted by it 
kings and princes have been mar- 
tied and have worshipped for hun- 
dreds of years and many babies of 
high degree have been baptized. It 
was in that chapel that King Charles 
I. attended service before walking 
through the park to the headsman’s 
block in Whitehall, 

It is a mark of great honor to re- 
ceive permission from the King to be 
wedded in the Chapel Royal, which 
is one of the “peculiar” and “extra- 
parochial” places of worship in the 
roalm, and not often is the little edi- 
fice used for the celebration of the 
nuptials of a subject, Queen Victoria 
and Prince Albert were married in 
the Chapel Royal, St. Jamea’s, and 
their danghter, the Princess Royal, 
was wedded there to the Crown Prince 
of Prussia, afterward the Emperor 
Frederick, The present Prince and 
Princess of Wales were alwo married 
within the small precineta, In_for- 
mer reigna Prinee George of Den 
mark and the Princess Anne (after- 
ward Queen), Frederick Prince of 
Wales and the daughter of the Duke 
of Coburg and George TV. and Queen 
Caroline wore united there 

It is commonly reported in deacrip- 
tions of the Chapel Royal that it is 
uninteresting in appearance, amall 
and devoid of beauty, save for the 
Holbein ceiling, with its exquisitely 
colored panelling, among which a 
short inscription and the date 1540 
with the name of Henry VIII, are 
discernible. Small it is—it measures 
only sixty-two feet long and seats 
only about 29) persona—but so well 
proportioned, despite its galleries, 
that the ultimate impression conveyed 
is that of the stateliest dignity. The 
roval gallery faces the altar; at one 
side ia the organ gallery, and there 
are gollerios for peers and peereases, 
mombers., of Parliament and other 
privileged persons 

On the floor of the chapel there are 
old-fashioned pews, and the quaint 
eat are those reserved as seata of 
honor at the sides of the allar. Even 
for morning servieo the chapel very 
frequently hes to be lighted through: 
out, and when from each sconce a 
candle gieama the effect ia beautiful 
More so is it when to the candles 
flowers are added in glorious pro- 
fusion. For a royal wedding the pews 
are removed and low seate take their 
place 

Bishop Burnet “lodged a com 
plaint’ in hie day to the Princess 
Anne (afterward Queen) against the 
“ogling and sighing which was ever 
being indulged in et the Chapel 
Royal,” beeeing that the pews might 
be raised higher and made inte clos 
ots, as in fact they afterward were 

Tt was Queen Anne who in the first 
year of her relen ordered “the Yeo 
man of Her Malesty’s removing ward- 
robe" to provide three umbrellas for 
the Chapel Royal and two for the 
Ante-Chapel 

Curious royal warrants and orders 
in connection with the conduct of 
services and attendance in the Chapel 
Royal are extant In 1022 it waa 
decreed by James 1. that 

“Noe man whatsoever presume to 
wayte upon us to the Chappel in 
bootes and spurs.” 

Charles Il. ordered for the chapel 
through Lord Sandwich, “Master of 
our Great Wardrobe,” the following 
aticles connected doubtless with the 
upholstery and heating arrangements 
of the aaerod edifice, as well aa with 
the services 

“Item—two bare hydes of oxe lea- 
ther 

“Item-—three thousand of tenter- 
hookes, three hamers, one fire shovel, 
one pare of tongs, three black jacks, 
three gispens, two brushes, one per- 
fuming pan of iron, six houre glasses, 
and a paire of strong iron andirons; 
aud that you content and pay for 
making the premises.” 

In explanation of these curious ap 
niiances it may be added that black 
ae were large mugs made of leath 
e:, used in those days for the serving 
of amall beer, and that.a gispen was 
a amall pot or cup, aleo made of 
leather, The perfurming pan of iron 
would be used for the incense burnt 
upon special occasions in the Chapel 
Royal. and the hour glasses probably 
to rerv late the length of the sermons 

Ir e days of long sermons George 
IIl., who was a regular attendant at 
the services, used to be left alone at 
the conclusion of them, according to

In British Columbia the Indians 
ceremoniously went to meet the first 
salmon and in flattering voices tried 
to win their favor by calling them 


all chiefs. 

Kvery spring in California the 
Karaks used to dance for salmon: 
Meanwhil® one of their number se- 
cluded himself in the mountains and 
fasted for ten days. Upon his return 
he solemnly approached the river, 
took the first salmon of the catch, 
ate some of it and with the remain- 


der lighted a sacrificial fire. The | 


same Indians laboriously climbed to 
the mountain top after the poles for 
the epearing booth, bein 
that if they were gathered where the 
enlmon were watching no fish would 
be caught. 

Very widespread, in fact, is this 
native belief of the necessity of cau- 
tion whenever Adam is on fishing 
bent 

In Japan among the primitive rgee 
of the Ainoa even the women left at 
home are not allowed to talk, lest 
the fish may hear and disapprove, 
while the first fish is always brought 
in through a window instead of a 
door so the other fish may not see, 

The Eskimo women of Alaska 
never sew while the men are fishing, 
and should any mending be impera 
tive they do it shut up in little tents 
out of sight of the sen.

A 
horseshoe nailed to the mast will 
help, and a herring caught and salt 
ed down will produce wonders. 

In the Shetland islands a cat must 
not be mentioned before a man bait 
ing his line, and among the Magyars 
of Hungary a fisherman will turn 
back and wait over a tide if he moets

HIRING SILK HATS, 


Aged London Hatter Drives Flourish. 
ing Trade In United States. 


Top-hatters have an ally in the per- 
son of Mr. Christopher Clarke, who, 
outside his shop in Houghton street, 
ia off Kingsway, London, England, 
has displayed a notice which reads, 
“Gentlemen’s silk hats lent on hire 
for weddings and funerals.” 

“T started in business in 1834,” 
said the veteran hat-maker, “when 
the trade in silk hats was far more 
extensive than it is now. But silk 
hats nowadays last much longer, be 
cause they are taken better care of 
and when they do become ‘dowdy? 
they can easily be remade equal to 
new. Well, it wae not till three or 
four years ago, to try to retain some 
of the trade which was slipping away, 
that I adopted the method of lending 
silk hats on hire. 

“My customers are chiefly folk up 
| from the country, who find their caps 
or felt hats not quite the correct 
| thing for wear in London, but on 
| many oceasions I have customers 
who practice in the Law Courts, and 
|} many who hold well-paid posts in 
| the neighborhood of the Strand. 
|. “Frequently people who are looking 
| for work come to me, for they declare 
that they will have a better chance 
| of securing employment with a glossy 
silk hat. Most of my patrons are 
| people of humble means, who want to 
| attend a wedding or funeral suitably 
attired in that hall mark of Britten 
respectability, a top-hat. These men, 
as a rule, cannot afford to buy a hat 
| outright, so hire one from me for the 
occasion. My usual charge is one 
shilling a day.”

school, and $175,000 at the age of 21 


A third individual was entitled to 
property amounting to $9.296,000 at 
the age of 2%. Hoe spent the greater 


part of this amount in advanee, and 
went bankrupt shortly after his 26th 
birthday
